And whatſoever Miniſter of the Church of

Many will think theſe hard Sayings: : But I 
think 3 it no Breach of Charity to affirm, that 
an Arian, or a Socinian, cannot be a n 
For the one would male us believe Jeſus Chriſt 
is only a created God, which is a Self- Contra- 


diction; and the other would have us look on 


him only as a Good Man; and inſtead of own- 


ing his Death to be an Attonement for the Sins

wich his Blood ! But if Jeſus Chrift be hot 
more than a mere Man, nay, if he be not truly 
God, he was indeed, as accounted by the Jeuos, 
the greateſt Blaſphemer that ever appeared in 
the World; for he accepted of Divine Adora- 
tion from the Man that had been born blind, 
as we read, John ix. 38. And he ſaid, Lord, 1 
believe. And he worſhipped him. Which muſt 
be underſtood of Religious Adoration, as com- 
ing of Faith in Him. Beſides, 1 Chrif be 
not properly God, our Faith is vain, we are 
yet in our Sins--For no created Being, tho' of 
the higheſt Order, could poſſibly merit any 
thing at God's Hands. No , it was our Lord's 
Divinity that alone qualified him to take away 
the Sins of the World--And therefore we hear 
chat St. John pronounces fo poſitively that 7he 
Mord, i. e. Jeſus Chriſt, vas not only with 
God, but was God. For the like Reaſon St. Paui 
fays, that he was in the Form of God, that | in 
him dwelt all the Fullneſs of the Godhead bo- 
dily---Nay, .

The Reaſon, or firſt end why the Son 
of God took upon him our Nature, was the 
Fall of our firſt Parents.

No, it was 
God that made us, and not we ourſelves, — 
And T would willingly think that no one 
would be fo blaſphemous as to ſuppoſe, that 
if God did make us; he made us ſuch.

He placed 
him in the Garden of Eden, and condeſcended 
to enter into Covenant with him, promiſing 
him Eternal Life, upon Conditions of an un- 
finning Obedience of Faith, and threatning 
Eternal Death, if he broke his Law of Lobe, 
by eating che forbidden. run.

Man did eat, and thereby involved both 


himſelf and us in that Curſe, which God the 


righteous Judge had declared the Conſequence 
of his Diſobedience. But here begins that My- 
ſtery of Godlineſs, God manifeſted in the

For, fing O Heavens, and rejoice O Earth! 
eſus the only begotten Son of God, begotten 
of the Father before all Worlds, God of God,

in his Stead. But becauſe it was impoſſible 
for him to do and ſuffer this as He was God, 


and ſince Man had offended, it was neceſſary 


tit ſhould be done by Man, rather than we 


ſhould periſh. This Everlaſting God, this 


Prince of Peace, this Ancient of Days, in t 


Fulneſs of Time, had a Body prepared for 


him, and became an Infant of a Span long. 


"5M this Body he performed a compleat Obe- 
dience to te Law of God, whereby He, in 
Our Stead, fulfilled the Covenant of Works, 5 
and at laſt became ſubject to Death, even the : 
Death upon the Croſs; that as God he might 
ſatisfy, and as Man he- might obey and ſuffer ; _ 


and being God and Man in one Perſon, might

Thirdly, What think you of being juſtified ; 


by Feſus Chriſt? I believe I can anſwer for 


ſome of you, but many I fear think to be ju- 


ſtified, or looked upon as Righteous in God's 
: Sight, without Tefus Chriſt. All ſuch will 
find themſelves moſt dreadfully miſtaken ; for 
out of Chriſt God is a confurning Fire! Others 
ſatisfy themſelves with thinking that CHriſt 
was God and Man, aud that he came into the 
World to fave Sinners in general: Whereas 
their chief Thanghts ought to be how they 
may be aſſured that Felis Chriſt came into the 
World to fave them in particular. The Life 


that I now live in the Fleſh, ſays the Apoſtle, 
75 & Fai t of the Son 4 Cod, who loved ME, 
and

and gave him ſel If jor ME; obſerve, - far ME. 
For it is this immediate Application of Jeſus 
Chriſt to our own Hearts, that renders his 
Merits effectual to our Eternal Salvation I 
Chrift-be not truly Emmanuel, or God with L &, 
He cannot be the Author and. Finither of our 
Faith and Salvation. Oiffers there are who 
go ſtill further -- For they think that Feſus 
Chriſt is God-Man, and that he is to be re- 
ceived into their Hearts, and that they can be 
juſtified in God's Sight only i in and hi Him ; 
but then they believe in Him only as in Part 
their Saviour. They are for doing what they 
can themſelves, and then they will accept of 
Jieſus Chriſt to make up the Deficiencies of 
their Rig hteouſneſs. This is the Sum and 2 
Subſtance of our modern Divinity. And, was % 
it poſſible for me to know the Thoughts Of 
3X 8 that hear me this Day, T believe they 
Would tell me this was the Foundation they 
had laid, and built upon for ſome Vears, for 
their Eternal Salvation: Is it not then hich 
Time, my Brethren, for you to entertain quite 
different Thoughts concerning Juſtification by 
Jeſus Chriſt ? For if you think thus, you tte 
in the Caſe with thoſe unhappy Foros, Who 
went about eſtabliſhing their own Righteouſ- a 
neſs, and would not ſubmit to, and conſe- 
L quently never attain'd that Righteouſneſs which 
is of God, by F aith in Chriſt Feſus our Lord-- 
What think you then, my Brethren, if I tell 
you dag we are to be juſtified freely thro” 
Faith 
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Faith i in Yeſus Chriſt, without any Regard to 
any Works or Fitneſs foreſeen in us at all; 


For Salvation is the free Gift of God --I know 
no Fitneſs in Man, but a Fitneſs to be thrown 
into the Lake of Fire and Brimſtone for ever. 


Our Righteouſneſs, in God's Sight, 1s but as 


filthy Rags: He cannot away with it Our 


Holineſs, if. we have any, is not the Cauſe, 


but the Effect of our Juſtification in God's 
Sight. We love God, becauſe he firſt loved 
us We muſt not come to God as the proud 
Phariſees did, bringing in as it were a Rec- 
koning of our Services; but we muſt come in 
the Temper and Language of the poor Pub- 
can, ſmiting upon our Breaſt, and faying, 
_ God * merciful to me a Han, Then ſhall 
we find, and know for a Truth, that Jeſus 
Chriſt juſtifies us whilſt we are ungodly, and 
that he came 10 fo call the Righteous, but Sin- 
ners to Repentance, The Poor in Spirit, who 
are willing to renounce their own Righteouſ- 
neſs, and rely wholly on the Righteouſneſs of 
Feſus Chriſt, they only can be received as 


Members of his Church and Kingdom— 
The Righteouſneſs, the whole Riphtcouſnef: 
of Jeſus Chriſt is to be imputed to us, inſtead 


of our own. For we are not under the Law, 


but under Grace. And as many as walk WA 


ter this Rule, Peace be on them; for they, 


and they only, are the true T/rae! of God.-- 
In the great Work of Man's Redemption, 


Boaſting | is entirely excluded, which could not

be, if one of our Works was to be join d wh 
the Merits of Chriſt. -- Our Salvation is all of 
God, from the Beginning to the End. It is 


not of Works, leſt any Man ſhould boaſt. 
Man has no Hand i in it, It is Chriſt that is 


to be made to us of God the Father, Wiſdom, 
Righteouſneſs, Sanctification, and Eternal Re 


 demption-- His Active as well as Paſſive Obe- f 


dience is moſt freely given to poor Sinners. 


He has fulfilled all Righteouſneſs for us, that 
we might be made the Righteouſneſs of God 
in him — All that we have to do, is to lay hold 
of this Righteouſneſs by Faith. And in that 
very Moment, when we do apprehend it by 
a lively Faith, in that very Moment ſhall we 
be aſſured, that the Blood of Jeſus Chriſt has 
cleanſed us from all Sin.
